RAINFALL TO DATE 

Sierra Madre rainfall for the sea- 
•wn beginning Oct. 1 has reached a 
total of on’y 4.45 inches, according to 
the record kept by Miss Edith Blumer. 
The total for January to date has 
been only 0.19 inch. 

The average annual rainfall over a 
period of .32 years has been 2.5.55 
inches, according to the Blumer rec¬ 
ord. The observations kept by the 
late John G. Blumer are continued by 
his daughter, and constitute one of the 
longe.st continuous weather records 
kept in Southern California. 

Study of the rainfall table by 
months over this long period seems to 
give no reason unon which to predict 
the season’s total on the basis of that 
of the first few months of the sea¬ 
son. Some seasons receive the bulk 
of the rainfall during December and 
January. In other years the heaviest 
precipitation comes as late as Febru¬ 
ary and March. So there is yet hope 
for a good record in spite of the light 
lains received to date.

CHECK DAM SYSTEM 

AND WATER SUPPLY 


According to the report of the Los 
Angeles county grand jury for 1920, 
thes check dam constructed in the 
mountains by the Flood Control de¬ 
partment served only the purpose of 
retarding the run-off of storm water. 
It is denied that they served to in¬ 
crease the water supply by increasing 
the amount of water stored in the soil. 

Whether the latter contention is 
true or not may require a longer per¬ 
iod than one or two seasons to deter- j 
mine. However, the mere reduction 
of the maximum storm flow jostifies 
the construction of these dams, to¬ 
gether with further work in the light 
of the lessons already learned. 

Portions of the grand jury report 
referring to the flood control work 
follow: 

We have made inspection of the so- 
called check dams constructed by the 
flood control department, and we find 


that where the mountains were burned 
over after these dams were constnict- 
ed that the rains of last winter car¬ 
ried the dams away, in many cases 
obliterating them entirely, but where 
the mountains were not burned the 
check dams stood and apparently 
seiwed the purpose for which they 
were constructed. But, on investiga¬ 
tion during the warm months of sum¬ 
mer, and from all information we can 
gather, the check dams that were not 
washed away have not conserved the 
water, and apparently are of no ad¬ 
vantage whatever in conserving or in¬ 
creasing the flow of mountain springs. 

We have made inspection of the 
flood control work under supervision 
of the flood control engineers, includ¬ 
ing the DeviBs Gate Dam, the San 
Dimas Canyon dam and the San Gab¬ 
riel River channel, and other river 
channels throughout the county. We 
find the work done in an efficient, 
practical manner; we find that large 
sections of the piling work where the 
piles have been driven and the wire 
put in for brush, that the work of fill¬ 
ing in behind the brush had not been 
done. This we understand was stop¬ 
ped because of shortage of money.

No 
parent, whether he believe in mental 
healing or in the use of medicine, will 
subject the child to unnecessary risks 
in the battle for life. Instinct teaches 
the parents to fight for its young, 
even though the struggle demand self- 
sacrifice. 

How silly it is for an official to pro¬ 
fess greater love than this in behalf 
of the state. 

If the reasoning of Mr. Woolwine^ 
is sound and the state is justified in 
making an official investigation of 
child deaths occurring under non¬ 
medical healers, then is not the state 
in duty bound to take the same inter¬ 
est in deaths occurring under the 
school of medicine, for failure to re¬ 
sort to some other school in the effort 
to render all possible service to the 
child? While it is true that the pre¬ 
ponderance of ,the American people 
place their faith in medicine and sur¬ 
gery, it is also true that there are 
many who place their faith else¬ 
where. 

No one school is infallible. Marvel¬ 
ous cures have been effected by all 
of them. Often these cures have come 
when competing schools offered no 
hope. Schools of healing must con¬ 
sider themselves in the service of hu¬ 
manity rather than in competition 
with each other. In the meantime 
there is no need for attorneys, skilled 
in the knowledge of the law, to pass 
upon questions on which they can of¬ 
fer no expert testimony. Mr. Wool¬ 
wine displays a bias which not only 
ill becomes the public official, but also 
reveals mental barriers in a profes¬ 
sion which should ever keep its gates 
open to hear the evidence before pass¬ 
ing judgment.—Salt Lake City Tele¬ 
gram.
